Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Species of Fig. 4 (Claims 1-3 and 6) in the 
reply filed on 2/22/05 is acknowledged. 

Cancellation of claims 3 and 4 by the applicant is also acknowledged. 

Priority 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Specification 

3. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: article "the" before 
"heating device" in line 14 should be changed to "a". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-3 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Cho (6,740,849) in view of Lin (6,461 ,014) and further in view of Wakimoto 
(5,105,343). 
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Cho discloses a heat convection glass bottle comprising decorations B between a bottle 
body 2 and an inner bottle 7 and wax in the inner bottle 7 (col. 2, lines 14-24), a bottle 
seat 21 installed in the bottom of the bottle body 2, a sealing ring 222 installed in the 
seat 21 and glued with the bottom body 21 (col. 3, lines 51-56), a base 1 around the 
bottom of a heating device 3. However, Cho does not disclose a ball-like shape, a bulb- 
lamp, a heat tolerable film having through holes and that the bottle is not fully filled with 
liquid. Lin discloses an ornamental device comprising a container 21 not fully filled with 
a liquid 22, decorations and wax 24, a heater device 15 and a heat tolerable pad 17. 
Wakimoto discloses a ball-like glass bottle 23 comprising a liquid 24 with decorations 25 
and a bulb-lamp 6. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to 
modify Cho's invention to include decorations and wax mixed together in order to 
enhance an illumination effect, the bottle not fully filled with water in order to let the 
heated liquid expend and not to brake the bottle as taught by Lin, and a heating pad-film 
having holed through as also taught by Lin in order to avoid the flame from the heating 
device directly contacting the container-bottle (col. 3, lines 26-30), and also include a 
ball-like bottle and a bulb-lamp as taught by Wakimoto as being obvious function 
equivalent.
